‘Sorrow, while the Japanese, admitting that the 
river banks have been breached, deny that the 
‘consequent flooding has yet attained any impos- 
ing dimensions. The probabilities are that, this 
being the flood season, the rivers of north China 
have become gorged with additional waters and 
that sooner of later there will be flooding of 
some extent though whether it will reach the 
Proportions of the more tragic years of ood 
Femains to be seen. Should the Chinese reports 
prove to be correct and eventually the Hwai, 
Kiwangehi and Man rivers overflow their banks, 
together with the Grand Canal, which is said to 
bbe in a like condition, vast areas may be flooded 
with consequent disadvantage to the Japanese 
in heir march upon Hankow. It will not 
wholly prevent the Japanese movement towards 
Hankow, for it is apparent that their armies 
would siill be able to progress along the north 
Bank of the Yangtze, under the protection of 
the artillery of the naval vessels. ‘That wodld 
not be £0 large scale a movement as would be 
‘contemplated in the absence of flooding, and 
might give the Chinese some advantage in the 
event of their deciding to make a desperate 
Stand before the provisional capital. It would, 
nevertheless, be a piece of poetic justice if the 
Yellow River, which has been responsible for 
so much suffering to China in the past, by one 
‘of ‘those strange twists of fortune, suddenly 
Proved to be the country’s helper in time of 
istress, though even then it might be at the 
cost of an enormous amount of eventual suffer 
ing.

Accommodation for 60,000 refugees:

HERITAGE OF HATE 
June 8 

One of the first pieces of-news to meet the 
Shanghai journalist on reaching his office| 
yesterday morning was the brief cable from 
Reuter t the effect that, at 5.55 am. that: 
day, Canton had been awakened to the now: 
familiar sound of the air-raid alarm. Despite 
the worldwide protests, despite diplomatic 
‘expression of horror, despite the loathing that 
this practice of the indiscriminate bombing’ 
must of necessity arouse, the Japanese-com~ 
mand is apparently bent on meeting the: 
civilian clamour of a few days ago for just 
this type of wholesale slaughter. Duting| 
last week some thousands of Chinese civilians’ 
suffered death or mutilation because they: 
happened to live in Canton, the port through 
which much af the military supplies for the 
Chinese Government have necessarily to pass. 
Tt has to be admitted once and for all that 
the definition of what may or may not amount 
to a military objective has been suMeiently 
widely drawn that it is difficult to see where 





differentiation stops. It would alarm most of 
the laity if they could glance at the average 
millitary textbook and find how little would 
escape bombing in the time of war. But the 
very fact that there has been these attempts 
at definition justifies the contention that the 
rights of the civilian have been considered as 
far as possible, and that even the most out and 
‘out militarist, whether of the ruthless school 
or not, realizes that there are certain things 
which’ should not be done, and the wanton 
bombing of the inoffensive civilian is certainly 
fone of them. Judged by any standard the 
reckless bombing of Canton, a crowded city, 
is deplorable, and reflects most gravely upon 
those responsible for the issuance of the 
original order. There is no pleasure in writ- 
ing these things, for the time was when the 
Japanese forces were held in the highest 
repute for the excellence of their behaviour | 
‘and the high nobility of the motives inspiring| 
the high command. It is a fact upon which 
many historians have commented so favour- 
ably, that the behaviour of the Japanese 
section of the Boxer Expedition for the relief 
‘of the Legations beleaguered in Peking was| 
‘so exemplary that it transcended that of any 
other section. Less than four decades later 
this present lamentable spectacle is presented 
to the world. 

‘The overture to the average Japanese| 
communiqué dealing with such air-raids, that 
they have been directed against military 
‘objectives, means nothing in view of the fact 
that thousands of inoffensive people have 
been slaughtered, that in the streets of 
Canton, distances away from any military 
point, the blood of the innocent cries unavail- 
ingly’ to the skies. What appears to be the 

iment? It seems to be this—that Canton, 
a city with a circumference of some six miles, 
‘accommodating normally over a million 
‘souls, is surrounded by anti-aircraft batteries| 
(it follows that it is a wicked animal for when 
it is attacked, it seeks to defend itself) : 
within that perimeter there is a number of| 
institutions, which by reason of their nature,| 
‘are suitable objectives for the military action 
of Japanese aeroplanes. ‘Those objectives, it 
is claimed are the targets at which the bombs 
are aimed, and if other people are killed or 
maimed, it is really very regrettable, but, 
after all they should not have been there. 
‘The world will not willingly accept such an 
appalling display of cynicism : it is apparent 
that it is already revolted by what has hap- 
pened. in Spain, what is now being infticted 
upon Canton, and what may possibly even be 
visited on Hankaw. Public opinion will not 
accept the theory that these thousands of 
casualties are the result of sheer mishap : the 
demand by various Japanese civilian bodies 
for wholesale bombing, coming so soon before 
the perpetration of this crime on Canton, will 
for ever be borne in mind. It will believe, 
and will be justified in doing so, that 
this new development of the air offensive 
‘against Canton is not dictated by purely 
military necessities but is inspired by a desire 
to strike terror into the hearts of the Chinese 
elvilians and thereby bring about that sur- 
render which practically a. year’s hostilities 
have failed to secure. And sheer terrorism 
does not work. It has not worked in Spain 
up to the present, where General Franco's 
aviators appear to’ be like a bunch of small 
| children, irate at not getting their way quickly 
enough, and throwing all normal restraint to 
the wind. 

‘What are the hostilities in China designed 
to bring about? The world has been assured 
times without number that Japan is earnestly 
desirous of securing the, friendship of China, 
in order that the two countries may work 
together for the general peace of Asia and 
their mutual benefit. Whatever may have 
been early intentions—and they were prob- 
ably truly stated until the resistance of the 
Chinese was shown to be what it is—the 
hostilities have been transformed from a 
campaign of undying affection to one of the 
‘most ruthless subjugation. The evils which 
the Japanese have wreaked and are wreaking 
upon this unfortunate country can form no 
basis for the establishment of any friendship 
whatsoever, It is creating a heritage of hate, 
the like of which has never been equalled by 
any of the diplomatic stupidities which have 
been perpetrated in Europe, and the Japanese 
are rapidly creating an atmosphere in which 
whatever military gains they may make, will 
have to be held for the future not through 
friendship—for how can friendship be formed 
fon bases such as these ?—but by sheer brute 
force, They will have to hold a proud race, 
burning with resentment, in subjection by 
bayonet strength. Can it be any wonder that 
the world sees in such a display as that 
forded at Canton not the behaviour of a 
‘magnanimous victor, but that of an invader 
‘whose plans have gone sadly awry, a con- 
fession of frustration rather than a claim to| 
victory? Need it be surprising if the Chinese 
Government sees in these things an incentive 
to further resistance? Mankind, it seems, 
will never learn, Frightfulness, brutality and 
all that is the worst in human activities have 
been employed in the struggles of nations 
sinee the world began, and who, will say it 
has ever achieved any permanent result ? 
‘The bombing of civilians, the slaughter of 
‘women and the mutilation of children will 
not bring China to her knees. It is likely to 
reinforce the determination to resist, and if 
Japan really wants a very long war she is 
‘going about it in quite the correct manner, 
for, when hatred and resentment conquer 
dismay, the bitter end is the only objective 
fo which to fight. 























THE KING’S BIRTHDAY 
June 9. 
Here's a health unto his majesty, 
Conversion to his enemies, 
And he that will not pledge his health, 
T wish him neither wit nor wealth,

How different’ was the king for whom: 
those words were written from His Majesty. 
King George VI whose official birthday is 
being celebrated throughout the whole of the 
British Empire. The thoughts of many this| 
evening will gq back to the Horse Guards in 
‘Whitehall where doubtless the time honoured 
ceremonial, associated with this day of state, 
will be performed, for it will be morning 
there, while his loyal subjects in China will! 
be drawing towards the clése of a memor-| 
able day. ‘There is something so different 
between the national days of Britons, the: 
Empire Day of the British Commonwealth, 
arid the birthday of the King. Two of them 
have about them the impersonal qualities of| 
ideals, the third all the loyalty and affection | 
which surrounds the second son of King! 
George V in the enormous task which, un-' 
expectedly, he was called upon to perform. 
It is not yet two years ago when the British 
Empire faced a crisis which brought a Prince 
tg the throne other than he who it was| 
‘expected would carry on his shoulders the 
responsibility of Empire. There was natural~ 
ly some speculation as to how he would! 
perform these arduous duties inseparable 
from that high calling: the enquiring eyes of| 
millions of people asked the unvoiced ques-' 
tion “What manner of man is this who has. 
come to rule over us.” ‘That man has given 
the answer in the comparatively few months 
since his accession was announced; _the| 
answer has been, is, and will continue to’ 
be that the Empire has been fortunate in’ 
the man whom destiny has selected to be 
its embodiment. 

We people in the Far East who are of 
the Empire, but not in it, who stand beyond. 
the very outposts of this great common- 
wealth, are proud to be British. It is a 
pride not fqunded alone in traditions of th 
past but the performances of the present 
and the intentions for the future. We are 
British. We have ideals, some of which 
cannot be expressed, but merely felt, and 
‘when we sce as we do in the personality of! 
‘our King the embodiment of all those things| 
which we believe represent the very soul 
of the British, it is but natural that the 
man should make a deeper appeal to loyalty 
and esteem than can ever be made by the! 
mere demonstration of majesty. It is the 
man who has captured the imagination of 
his people, his quiet simple dignity, the 
example he sets in connection with his 
family life, the love he manifestly bears his| 
children, and the whole-hearted service he! 
is rendering his people. It was a very 
human person, who, a little more than a. 
year ago, stood in that sacred fane which 
enshrines so much of the history of the: 
Britons, and took oaths which bound him 
to a life of service, so weighty that perhaps! 
it is just as well that they do not often have 
to, be taken, ‘That man in whom all the: 
hopes of the Empire rested, clad in the 
majesty of a proud and virile people, has 
had a short while in which to show what} 
manner of man he js, and he has found 
‘acceptance in the eyes’ of his subjects. 

‘And 90 today in the many functions which 
have been arranged in honour of the occa- 
sion, there will be many toasts “unto his 
majesty," and perhaps there will be that 
added prayer “God bless him.” For it is 
‘@ prayer, even though at times it comes so 
glibly from the lips that it seems to be but 
‘an empty formula. ‘The season of the ob- 
servance of national days is now well under| 
way, and Shanghai has that singular charac- 
teristic of being able to join in the rejoicings 
of cach individual section of the community, 
so much so that it is reasonable to exclaim 
“Oh! If all the nations of the world under- 
stood each other as their representative 
communities in Shanghai do!” We are all 
animated by similar loyalties, by traditions: 
formulated along common lines. The his- 
tory of humanity makes that inevitable. The| 
ines quoted abave taken from “Catch that!

A WRONG ATTITUDE 
June 10. 

If the Kwangtung provincial government 
persists in its reported refusal to establish a 
neutral zone outside the city of Canton, for 
the reasons reported by Reuter, in a cable 
printed in another column, it will lose much 
of the sympathy at present felt for the people 
of that city which has been 90 ruthlessly 
bombed during the past few days. Oficiat 
sources are quoted as saying that the crea- 
tion of such a zone “would not prevent 
Japanese aeroplanes from machine-gunning 
‘or dropping bombs on refugecs within the 
zone, as the Japanese forces failed to dis 
criminate between safety and non-safety_ 
zones while conducting military operations 
































created for the purpose of describing the 
committee of- Roman Catholic cardinals 
charge of foreign missions, should by recent 
ly past and present usage have come to 
mean something which is almost despicable, 
‘Thus while the Japanese are guilty of much 
for which they are severely criticized, and 
rightly so, allegations that their forces failed 
to. discriminate between safety and non- 
safely zones in Shanghai and Nanking: are so 
widely divergent from the truth that, they 
deserve to be swiftly branded for what they 
are, The establishment of the Jaequinot zone 
in Shanghai was the means of saving 
thousands of Chinese refugees from either 
immediate death in the course of warfare, 
‘or from slower extinction by means of 
starvation. ‘There was some difficulty in 
persuading both the Japanese and the Chinese 
to agree to the establishment of such a zone, 
but it speaks well for both sides that, once 
the possibilities of such a scheme” were 
‘brought home to them, they agreed to permit 
this work of mercy to be put in hand, 
and a sanctuary was afforded for those many 
thousands who could not be accommodated 
in either the French Concession or the Inter= 
national Settlement. It should be placed on 
record that once the Jacquinot zone was 
brought into being the Japanese authorities 
serupulously wbserved ‘its existence, and 
‘apart from some very minor incidents the area 
set aside in the Native City was kept inviolate. 

To a lesser degree this Is also true of Nan- 
King. ‘There were, it is true, some infringe~ 
‘ments of the neutrality of the zone there, but 
if blame is to be apportioned for what hap~ 
pened there during the heat of the fighting 
the Chinese themselves would not escape 
seatheless, When the Japanese were in com- 
mand of the city there were even then in 
fringements of the zone’s neutrality which 
gave ground for very grave comment, but it 
is clear that these incidents did not occur 
‘with the consent, or at the wish of the Japan- 
‘ese authorities, and again it is urged that they 
kept to the lelter of their engagement as far 
‘as conditions permitted. In the main it is 
not true to state that the Japanese failed to 
diseriminate between safety and non-safety 
zones in these two cities, and most certainly 
so far as the Native City’ of Shanghai is con- 
lcerned there is the evidence of those thousands 
still remaining in the area to prove that the 
Japanese acted with propricty. When the 
proposal for the creation of a similar safety 
zone was mooted in the south, it was reported 
that the Japanese spokesman in Hongkong 
aid he believed that the Japanese Govern- 
ment would give such a suggestion sympa~ 
thelic consideration, ‘There is no reason 
whatever to believe that he formed a wrong 
estimate of what would have been his Govern= 
ment’s attitude, and the question ought to 
have been explored in the interests of those 
hundreds of thousands of Chinese, who evep, 
now run daily risks from the repeated aerial 
bombardment of the City of Rams. When 
such ruthless bombing as that which has been 
carried out on Canton is in operation it is the 
duly of the authorities responsible to take such 
‘steps as will ensure the greatest possible 











safety for the civilians thus exposed to risk. 
‘That this is the case is evident from what is 
happening in Great Britain, where schemes 
for the evacuation of the non-essential civi~ 
ian population from big cities liable to alr 
attack are under consideration. 

‘The Chinese authorities do not fulfil their 
responsibility to their own people merely by 
insisting that the Japanese, are doing some- 
thing wrong, and yet making na effort to 
save their own people from all the disaster 
Which is being inflicted. It is not sumcient 
to allege that the Japanese are offending all 
sense of humanity, and do nothing to mitigate 
the evils which are being visited upon the 
unfortunate Chinese civilians. If it is at all 
possible to establish zones, wherein the civilian 
‘population of Canton can expect to be reason- 
ably safe, it is the paramount duty of the 
Chinese authorities to do so. Failure to take 
such precautions involves the Chinese offi~ 
ials responsible in a certain degree of blood- 
uiltiness, and to endeavour to excuse that 
failure by alleging that if such precautions 
were taken they would be useless anyhow, 
Beeavse of what the Japanese are wrongly 
‘alleged to have done elsewhere, will in no 
Wway reduce the stigma which such failure 
necessarily involves. Chinese propaganda has 
Been so clever in the past, and so successful 
that there appears to be a danger that those 
in. control of it will overreach themselves. 
‘That appears to be the case in this instance. 
To negleet obvious measures because of an 
assumed conviction that owing to an alleged 
inherent viee in the Japanese they would be 
of no avail is merely ta evade a very im- 
perative duty, If there is any method 
Whereby the Chinese authorities ean minimize 
the death and suifering which is being ine 
Aicted upon the people of Canton the obliga 
tion is definitely upon them to adopt it. Half 
truths, untruths or even prevarication cannot 
justify any other course, and if there are any 
jneans whatever whereby a great degree of 
safely can be provided for non-combattants 
‘and around Canton it will be a lasting re~ 
proach upon the authorities in charge if steps 
bre not taken accordingly. ‘The question of 
nent of a safety zone for Canton 
should be investigated.

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LAND TAX DEFAULTERS 
June 1. 
Elsewhere in this issue will be found an| 
account of the steps taken by the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Council to recover the land tax] 
from proprietors of property who have been 
showing more than a little reluctance to mect 
thelr obligations. Sinee the end of March, 
when the Municipal Advocate was instructed 
to commence legal proceedings in nine cases| 
in which beneficial owners of land within the 
Settlement were in default, no fewer than 
nine cases were begun. ‘Three of the nine: 
defaulters pald their land tax before proceed~ 
ings were started, a fourth paid before 
dudgment was rendered, while five others 
tought At to-wait until summonses were| 
sued against them. Two, of these Jast| 
neither appeared in court’ nor were re- 
presented, and judgment was given against, 
‘them with costs, while the remaining three 
decided to Aght, but despite the arguments, 
‘of counsel, lost the day and were ordered to| 
pay the-sums claimed together with interest 
and costs, Incidentally it may be pointed 
out that in the two cases in which the de- 
fendants did not appear, the default com- 
plained of covered periods between January 
1, 1935 and June 30, 1938, and July 
3, 1935, and June 30,’ 1938 ‘respectively. 
‘From this it will be seen that the defaults| 
did not arise from the outbreak of hostili- 
ties locally, but extended over three 
years. It is apparent that the Council ex- 
ercised a deal of patience in the matter, and 
that the defendants have no ground for com- 
plaining that they were unduly rushed, or: 
that the Council had been at all precipitate 
in the matter, It is to be hoped that this 
Jong delay in bringing matters to a head has’ 
not resulted in an accumulation of such cases, 
though it is clear that, so long as some| 
proprietors were allowed to “get away with 
it,” there was a direct, incentive to others to. 
embark upon exactly the same course. 
Patience is a most admirable virtue, but car- 
ied to the extreme to which the Council ap- 
Pears to have taken it, it becomes something 
in the nature of a vice, It is to be hoped 
that, now the Council has secured judgment 
establishing the justice of their claim, it will 
proceed with greater celerity against what- 
‘ever other defaulters there may happen to be, 
‘The judgment in the District Court in one| 
of the three cases where it was sought to set 
up a defence is an interesting one. It was 
argued for the defendant that, because he had 
eased his property, he was not responsible for 
the tax, and that it should be collected from 
the lessee, ‘The Court relying upon Article 
9 of the Land regulations ruled that the 
Council can assess the value of the land in 
the International Settlement and levy a tax, 
thercon, ‘The article in question empowers| 
tie ratepayers in meeting assembled to) 
“declare an assessment in the form of a rate” 
‘on land or buildings, and, this having been| 
it is the duty of the Couneil to see that 
the same is duly collected. ‘The article fails} 
to state who shall pay the tax on land, or for! 
that matter on buildings, but the very old’ 
practice of expecting the owners to pay the 
land tax, has now been reinforced by the| 
judgment of the District Court, and if thet 
were any doubt about the matter in the past, 
it has now been removed by this latest! 
decision, Landowners have to pay the land. 
tax, and, if nothing more has been achieved 
by bringing these cases, that important point 
has been settled once and for all. There may 
bbe, it is true still some chance for the de- 
fendants to appeal, but to what court in the 
present circumstances it is a little dificult 
to sce. ‘The dilatory tactics which Chinese 
defendants have followed in the past, es- 
pecially vis-A-vis of landlords on the subj 
of rentals may possibly still be followed, and 
the question now before the Council is 
whether or riot to proceed to the execution of 
the judgments by means which, though they 
may be somewhat extra-legal in nature, are 
nevertheless available, ‘The likelihood of 
such a course being followed is adumbrated 
in the statement issued by the Council, and, 
it they do find themselves" driven to such| 
extreme methods, they will undoubtedly 
receive the support of those who realize the 
importance of vindicating the authority of! 
the ratepayers in this matter as delegated| 
to the Council at each annual meeting. 
Direct measures such as depriving de- 
faulters of the use of municipal roads, and of 
all the services normally rendered to the 
ratepayers, adopted after obtaining judgment | 
in the appropriate Court will probably be 
more effective than waiting for the slow 
processes of legal procedure to reach an| 
ultimate conclusion, Such a judgment would | 
reinforce the Counell’s hands in whatever 
course they might then decide to follow, and 
such defaulters, in the event of their being 
deprived of those ordinary amenities, for} 
which after all they have to pay, would have 
‘only one remedy against the Council in the| 
shape of an action brought in the Court of] 
Consuls. It is to be believed that any de- 
faulter, ill-advised enough to bring such an’ 
action, would have a very thin chance of 
succeeding. ‘The Council's defence would be 
the simple one that the man was claiming 
services for which he refused to pay. It is 
impossible to believe that any Court would, in’ 
such circumstances, find it in his favour. The 
Council may, however, prefer to take direct: 
action without any recourse to the Courts. 
‘Should they decide to do so they will be well’ 
‘within thelr rights, for the sooner it is brought} 












































home to these recalcitrant landlords that they’ 
will have to bear their share in the cost of 
the maintenance ‘of this International Settle- 
ment, the better will it be for everyone all 
round. There is very little that can be sald 
in favour of a class of landlord, investing 
money in property in the Settlement because 
of the security which is afforded, and then 
refusing to pay the just dues towards the 
cost of the maintenance of those amenities 
which adds so considerably to the value of the 
holding: If, therefore, the Couneil decides to 
deal firmly’ with such people, using all the 
‘means that the peculiar conditions prevailing 
in Shanghai render avallable, they will 
receive the support of those other ratepayers 
who loyally fulfil their obligations. The 
Council is to be congratulated on the steps 
ithas already taken, and the hope is expressed 
that they will continue with the good work 
until these defaulters are made to see the 
error of their ways. 








THE NEED FOR PATIENCE 
June 13. 


Recent correspondence to the columns of! 
this journal has been critical of British policy 
in the Far East as well as in Spain, and the 
further sinking of British vessels at Alicante| 
‘would on the face of it seem to support the| 
contentions which have been. made that! 
‘drastic action on the part of the British Gov- 
ernment has become imperative. ‘That is the 
contention of the critics and judged by 
standards of the past there is much to justify 
thelr point of view. But those standards can 
no longer be applied; world affairs have to 
be measured by a different yardstick and what 
‘was good in the days of old, what passed for’ 
firm action may in these times prove to be the| 
helght of recklessness, ‘The policy of pacifism, 
which Great Britain has followed since the 
end of the Great War until quite recently, 
was born of war weariness, and the belief| 
that the rest of the world was just as tired.| 
It Is possible that, had the Treaty of Versailles! 
been” drafted more in accordance with] 
President Wilson's famous fourteen points, 
those nations, which profess to find only in| 
another war the sole means of readjustment, 
‘would still be just as reluctant to embaric 
upon another huge military struggle. The 
inequity of that Treaty is largely responsible 
for present conditions in Europe. In its 
endeavour to set the world a good example 
Great Britain allowed her fighting forces to 
diminish to a point which but a few years 
ago gave her advisers cause for the gravest 
‘anxiety. Realization of what was going on 
in other countries. came lamentably late to} 
the British Government, for it will be remem- 
bered that it is only a very few years ago 
that Earl Baldwin, then Prime Minister, con 
fessed that his Government had been ‘sadly 
misiniformed as to the extent of German 
Tearmament, Despite the gigantic efforts 
‘which have since been made, British rearma- 
ment is still lagging behind originally con~ 
celved programmes, and, though enormous 
strides have already been taken, much, has 
still t0 be done before the strength of the! 
Empire will again be what it should be in| 
relation to the developments which have been| 
undertaken by other nations. 

‘The authoritative manner in which the] 
British Government was able to intervene in 
the Czechoslovakian crisis was in the main. 
due to the growing strength of British arma~ 
ments and the realization abroad that the! 
nation is in a position now, more readily 
than in the past able to back representations! 
‘with force which is no longer inconsiderabie. | 
‘The time is not yet, however, for it to be as 
sumed that Great Britain has accumulated all 
the backing necessary to give her that] 
authority which was hers and which she| 
should never have lost, and until that time! 
has come there is much that Great Britain| 
must perforce accept. That is the reason' 
why the bombing of the British vessels in 
Spanish Republican harbour, obviously by 
insurgent aeroplanes, is giving the Govern-| 
ment so anxious a time. That jingo spirit 
upon which this journal has already com- 
mented is indicated in the desire of the! 
British seamen that the Government should 
undertake reprisals in the form of an aerial 
bombardment of Cadiz. It may be argued,| 
that the German bombardment of Almeria| 
would provide all the necessary precedent; 
‘that is to be doubted, for times and conditions 
have greatly changed in Europe since then, 
and any such action might bring about the| 
collapse of the non-intervention _policy,' 
adherence to which seems to be at the moment | 
the only means of preventing the outbreak’ 
of general war in Europe. The question has, | 
therefore, to be asked: “Have any or all of 
the incidents which have occurred with such| 
alarming frequency in Europe and the Far’ 
East been such as to justify a declaration of 
war?” In other days some cf them most| 
certainly would. It is possible that an ‘ac-| 
cumulation of them may bring about that] 
regrettable development even now, but| 
wisdom from the British point “of view re-| 
quires that she shall not be dragged into a| 
war until her preparations are such as to 
ensure a reasonable chance of victory. Let] 
there be no mistake about it, if and when| 
the next war comes there will be no breath-| 
ing space in which to allow unpreparedness| 
to muddle along until adequate strength is| 
accumulated. . The tempo of the next war| 
will be set from the very commencement and| 








an unprepared nation will be given no op- 
portunity to remedy its deficiencies. 

‘That is where the difference is to be found] 
in the policies of Mr, Neville Chamberlain| 
and Mr. Anthony Eden, though both of them 
agree that there are ‘limits beyond which 
Great Britain cannot be pushed. No matter’ 
how much Mr. Eden may deny it there was 
fa danger that, if the policy which he supported| 
had been persisted in, Great Britain might] 
have been plunged into war some time ag0. 
‘The endeavour to enforce sanctions against 
Italy nearly brought that catastrophe about. 
On the other hand since Mr. Chamberlain has 
been in control of foreign policy it would be 
idle to deny that there has been a change for 
the. better in Europe. Whether that better- 
ment will continue until something more ap- 
proximating a permanent peace has been 
reached remains to be seen, though the fact 
is clear that Europe is further from war at} 
the moment than it has been at any time for} 
the past two years. If statesmanlike caution 
is to be dubbed pusillanimity let it be so. 
By. whatever name it is called it will remain 
‘something better than mere braggadocio with- 
‘out sufficient strength to support it. A cor- 
respondent has been kind enough to comment 
favourably on the patriotic articles occasion- 
ally published in this journal. Whatever may 
be said about them they are inspired by no 
spirit of swashbuckling, but a realization that 
the greatest service can often be rendered to 
that ideal by the exercise of patience and| 
caution, Neither of those altributes need| 
necessarily be the qualities of cowardice, 
while undue rashness might prove to be the 
height of stupidity. No statesman worthy of 
hhis salt can afford in these days to be stupid: 
his duty to this generation and to posterity 
demands that he shall proceed with just that 
caution which the British Government is at 
the moment displaying, and if they ask their 
people to display the same degree of patience 
they are only demanding their proper dues. 
‘There is a point—and even Mr. Eden agrees 
with this—at which Britain may have to 
stand and refuse to make further conces- 
sions, and when that refusal has to be made 
it will not be inspired by a desire for war 
but by the realization that things are being 
carried too far and that the time has come 
for Britain to call a halt, If ever that time 
comes those who pretend to believe that the 
British are a decadent race may find them. 
selves more than a little surprised, 





CZECHOSLOVAKIA’S POLL 


June 14. 

It may still be some time before the figures 
relating to the plebiscite in Czechoslovakia 
are collated in their final form, though it i 
certain that, from the information which has| 
already been divulged regarding the polling 
fon Sunday, reasonably safe deductions can 
bbe drawn. "Nothing very important has.come 
out of the voting, and the various com- 
munities making ‘up the Czechoslovakian 
nation are just about where they were before 
the crisis whicn. necessitated the 
which arose. The various minorities 
‘minorities and the settlement of the questions 
with regard to them must still remain the 
subject of the negotiations which are being 
too long drawn out, While that is generally 
true, there are certain developments revealed| 
by the voting of which sight should mot be| 
Jost. ‘The German. minority did not consist 
solely of Sudeten Germans: there were 
various other parties, and the claim of Dr, 
Henlein to speak for the whole of them was 
not originally to be easily conceded, ‘The 
plebiscite has brought into the fold of the 
‘Sudeten Germans a large number of the same 
nationality but of different political beliefs, 
so that, when Dr, Henlein now claims to be 
the spokesman of the German minority, the 
majority of support given him by that com- 
munity undoubtedly justifies him. But'it that 
has happened with regard to the Sudeten 
Germans it is also claimed to have occurred 
with the Czechs and the Slovak People’s 
Party. Dr. Milan Hodza, the Czech Premier, 
interprets the results of the plebiscite as an 
‘approval of his national unity programme, but 
Mur. Andre} Hlinka, leader of the Slovaks, 
saw also victory for his group, and approval 
of his party's demands for Stovak cultural 
autonomy. It would not be true to state that 
the plebiscite has done nothing, for it hi 
undoubtedly led to the strengthening of the 
Positions of the three leaders so far as the 
opinions of their own people are concerned: 
apart from that the future of Czechoslovakia 
will have to be settled by other means, and 
the greatest hope is that adjustment will be 
brought about by negotiation, 

Dr. Henlein’s eight-point programme has! 
already been accepted in principle as a basis 
for negotiation between himself and the Czech 
government. If, despite the increase in the 
support given him by his own nationals, he 
consents to follow the moderate polley of 
putting forward at this juncture no new 
demands, it is possible that some scheme 
satisfactory to all parties to the dispute may 
be arrived at. There are, however, reports 
‘that he contemplates making further demands 
and it is suggested that he may require that 
armed occupation and intimidation of Sudeten 
areas shall cease, ‘That intimidation, if it| 
exists, should be stopped. Everyone who de-| 

ires the peace of Europe will naturally expect 





























have come to hand by mail, there is plenty 
of evidence that the conduct of individuals, 
‘or small parties of Sudetens has of itself been 
more than a Uttle provocative, ‘There are 
exceptions it is evident, but taking the matter 
bby and large, the situation in this respect may 
be generally summed up by the homely 
phrase that it is “six to one and half-a-dozen 
to the other.” ‘The demand for the stoppage 
‘of the armed occupation of Sudeten areas by 
the Czechs raises an entitely different ques~ 
tion, ‘The heavily fortified frontier between 
Czechoslovakia and Germany, the former 
country's first line of defence is undoubtedly 
in Sudeten areas, and compliance with Dr. 
Henlein's demands in this respect would have 
the effect of unmanning Czechoslovakia's frst 
line of defence, It is open to very consider 
able doubt whether, situated as it is, that 
fortified line is as strong as it should be, for, 
in the event of trouble, the Czech Government, 
would not only have to fight an external 
enemy, but keep the Sudelen Germans in 
order, a dual task which might tax the 
capacities of a more powerfully placed gov- 
ernment. ‘This journal has all along pointed 
out that some such demand might eventually 
be made, and though Dr. Henlein has not yet 
put it forward, the obvious suggestion is that 
sooner or later it will be insisted on. That 
‘andthe demand for a reorientation of 
Czechoslovakian foreign policy are still the 
two points which may yet imperil the peace 
‘of Europe, for it is not be to expected that 
Dr. Hodza ‘will willingly accept elther of them, 


‘The most, therefore, that can be expected 
at the present time is but a temporary settle 
ment of the minorities question, Dr. Henlein 
and Herr Hitler are not to be expected to rest 
content with any solution’ which leaves 
Ceechosiovakia aligned with France and 
Russia, and it is in the interests of the 
broader lines of Der Fuchrer’s general policy 
to bring about the downfall of that arrange- 
ment. A Czechoslovakia isolated from those 
who ‘have promised to come to her aid in 
certain eventualities would render Herr 
Hitler's next step in his policy of Drang nach 
Osten much easier. It becomes increasingly 
clear that the German minorities problem, no 
matter how emphatic Herr Hitler may’ be 
about it, is merely the stalking horse for the 
Attainment of economic advantages which 
such a policy is designed to secure. The 
‘autonomy of German minorities, and their 
‘embodiment in the Reich is subject to political 
considerations, as evidenced by the absence of 
uuneasiness concerning the lot of those German 
minorities who have passed under Italian 
Jurisdiction in the Tyrol. Consequently the 
Cecchosiovakian issue can only be finally 
settled by the complete surrender of the 
‘Coch majority to the various minorities, and 
Jn the present temper of the. Czechs’ that 
development is not probable, ‘The plebiscite, 
therefore, has settled nothing. If it strength- 
ens Dr. Henlein’s hands, it also strengthens 
the hands of Dr, Hodza, and Mgr. ink 
and all that the results tell is that the opinions 
‘of the various nationalities have crystallized 
in support of thelr individual leaders, ‘To 
core to some final settlement of the whole 
‘question which does not mean the dismem- 
erment of the’ Czechoslovakian nation re~ 
quires something almost in the nature of a 
miracle, and during the next few weel 
there will continue to be grave anxiety lest 
even a temporary arrangement—and. that 
seems to be all that can really be expected— 
should fail, 


























A Record Breaker 


One of the most encouraging features of the 
‘Tost mateh at present being played between 
England and Australia at ‘Trent Bridge from 
the English. point of view is the success with 
which the youngsters of the English side have 
come off. Centuries by Hutton and Compton, and 
some excellent bowling by Wright, argue’ well 
for the future. While not exactly’ one of the 
rising generation, Paynter has in this match 
earned undying ‘fame. His 210 not out will 
take a lot of beating. Paynter was born in 
1001, ‘and ‘before he was twenty-five received 
hhis ‘arst chance for Lancashire. He owes his 
Prominence in first class cricket to sheer hard 
work, rather than innate genius, for while still 
young, he lost the tops of the frst and second 
fingers of the right hand.- This aceldent, it 
‘might be supposed, would have finished him ai 
a flelder, to say nothing of a batsman; but.in 
fact it had the opposite effect. Paynter isa 
left-hander, and hence the injury to his right 
hhand was less serious than it might have been 
0 far as his cricket carcer is concerned. After 
‘ling a very useful, but hardly brilliant, sphere 
in his county's eleven, Paynter accompanied 
DR. Jardine's English’ team to Australia. in 
1932-33, and. there, though not generally. re- 
garded as a regular member of the Test eleven, 
he made history in the last ‘Test by rising from 
‘an attack of tonsilitis and playing a fine innings 
of 89, incidentally making the winning hit for 
England—a hit which brought the Ashes back 
home again. ‘In the last two years he. has de- 
nitely established himself as one of the best 
batsmen in England, making huge scores for 
Lancashire. He is small in stature, but in spite 
of this he gets plenty of power into his strokes, 
‘and when set, can be one of the most punishing 
batsmen now playing. “He is equally’ good. on 
both sides of the wicket. While no doubt he 
would deprecate being dubbed a record-breaker 
since the tradition of cricket I all against

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Japanese Nearing Chengchow 


Big Chinese Concentration Observed at Choukia- 
kow As ‘Troops Withdraw ; Kaifeng Entered 


Shanghai, June 8. 


EETING little resistance, Japanese troops yesterday morning 
reached a point 20 kims. east of Chengchow, the vitally im- 
portant junction of the Lunghai and Peiping-Hankow Railways 
At that time, military reports received here said, an engage- 
ment was in progress for the possession of a sand-swept village,

“Owing (o the heavy downpour of 
the past few days," the reports state, 
the level of the Yellow River is 
rising, and the swollen waters have 
swept’ over the dykes north-west of 
Lanfeng, with the result that the 
countryside has been flooded.”

Kuling, May 29. 
‘The rainy season has certainly 
‘commenced at Kuling, with fairly 
heavy rains appearing about every. 
second or third day throughout this 
‘month, but there are compensations, 
to see’ the mountain streams almost 
in flood, dashing over the rocks, and | 
making’ waterfalls at hitherto’ dry 
laces is a beautiful sight to behold. 

‘This year" we have also had a 
‘most wonderful season for nature 
Tovers, the azaleas, hydrangeas and\ 
magnolias have been more prolific 
than for many years, also many other 
flowering shrubs, perhaps due to the 
late and heavy snow storm in March, 
‘when things were kept back so much, 
so that they developed more slowly. 


‘Mission Bulldings Utitized 

‘The community has been very busy 
of late in the interests of peace and 
preservation. A war orphans com- 
mittee has been formed of an inter 
fnational character to prepare for and 
Took after about 100 war orphans who 
are expected shortly. ‘Two buildings 
of the former Medical Mission have 
Been put aside for their use, which 
are being simply furnished, water 
connected to the kitchens and electric 
ight put in throughout. Also the 
Indies have been busy making gar- 
‘ments and bedding. 

In this connection it should be 
mentioned that a very successful 
Chinese women's conference has just 
been held—delegates came from all 
over China, specially to discuss pro- 
Diems of a social nature, the future 
work of women in China, relief pro- 
lems and child welfare. ‘The dis- 
‘eussions were very practical and can 
be put in practice in the immediate 
future, 

‘The fall of Hsuehow has had a 
rather depressing effect up here, but 
there is still no doubt felt about the 
safety of this place, as it is not forti- 
fied in any way, and the nearest 
military establishments are many 
milles away. ‘The food supply seems 
to have improved somewhat, though 
some articles have inereased in price. 
Local produce, however, is very 
cheap and one ‘can get good supplies 
of milk and butter, as well as all 
necessary vegetables. 











Beet of Poor Quality 

Beef is 20 to 24 cents per 
much cheaper than Shanghai bui| 
the quality is not quite __so| 
good, Pork 30 cents per Ib. Fish| 
is expensive as it has to be brought 
up from the lake or from Kiukiang 
at night time. On the whole one 
may say that cost of living has in- 
creased about 25 to 30 per cent. since 
the war started. 

‘There are a number of French 
sailors here- for a short holiday— 
they cannot be sent down river, so 
the next best thing is Kuling. ‘They 
are coming up in relays of 50 or 
more, and at present are staying at 
the American School. 

Dr. Tooker has just left for Shang- 
hai to bring Mrs. Tooker and others 
back to Kuling: he seems to have no 
doubt about the wisdom of staying 
at Kuling for the summer, though the 
trip is rather roundabout and expen- 
sive.

alone for several months. In fact, 
‘ever since the bombing of the Chris. 
tian hospital there she has carried on 
self-sacritleingly a work of charity, 
nursing the sick and wounded. She 
was the only foreigner during all 
this time in Nantungchow.

‘A small. steamship leaves Ningpo 
daily, to and from Tinghai in the 
Chusan Islands, Presumably’ it is 
still possible for passengers and 
‘cargo to reach Shanghal by this route.

Another attempted assassination of 
‘an alleged pro-Japanese Chinese, late 
yesterday evening, met with failure 
When the terrorist, after fring two 
shols at his intended vietim, fled 
before making sure whether or not 
he had fatally wounded him. His 
victim, Mr. ‘Ya Yueyoong. is in the 
employ of the Reformed Government 
of China, and is in. charge of the 
oMiee in the New Asia Hotel 

‘The attack occurred at about 0.55 
pam, near the Intersection of Kwang- 
se end Hankow Roads, Mr. Ya had 
Just got out of Iiis private car at 
‘704 HHankow Road, a tea hong, when 
a male Chinese, unidentified ‘so far, 
rushed up, drew his pistol and fred 
two shots, One bullet hit Mr. Ya in 
the knee-cap, the other went wide, 
fortunately ‘without nding 
‘human mark, 

Mr, Ya fell to the pavement, and 
his assailant (urned and fled, making 
good his escape before the police 
Could arrive. His vietim was taken 
to the Lester Chinese Hospital, where 
he was resting comfortably last night. 
Th addition to the gun-shot wound in 
the knee, he also sustained severe 
bruises of the nose and knee in his 
fall. 

‘Mr. Ya, it is understood, was either 
tunabie, or unwilling, to identity his 
‘would-be murderer oF to put forward 
any suggestion as to why he should 
be” attacked, ‘The “North-China 
Daily News," however, learned late 
last night that Mr, ‘Ya was formerly 
a member of the editorial staff of the 
Chinese-owned Crystal” newspaper, 
and that he ig now connected with 
the Ta Tao Government, being the 
officer-in-charge.of the bureau estab- 
lished In the New Asia Hotel,

No Antl-Brilish Feeling 

As chief representative of the 
P. & 0, and associated companies in 
the Far East, he hes visited the main 
ports of Japan, having had discussions 
With the leading Japanese shipping 
magnates, and his views on the 
present state of the country, and the 
future of British trade in the Far 
East were given in yesterday's inter- 
view,

Regarding British shipping trade in

Import and export trade, 

British trade was being subjected 
to unfair competition in Shanghal, 
‘long with other foreign concerns, 
the action of the Japanese, who were 
allowing their own goods to enter 
@uly free, The Japanese had lost 
much sympathy through the attitude 
‘of their military people, and, in his 
opinion they were the main cause of 
the misunderstandings between for- 
clgn and Japanese business concerns, 

‘Only through diplomatic and busi 
ness exchanges in a friendly spirit 
with the Japanese could there be a 
bright future for British trade in the 
Far East, There were great possi 
bilities here, and it was “a matter of 
contact and’ understanding. 

Sir George and Lady Campbell 
visited Hongkong and the Federated 
Malay States during their tour, and 
found conditions in the Colony good, 
‘There was a temporary trade boom 
in Hongkong owing to the presence 
of so many refugees from the interior 
fand elsewhere, but in the Malay 
Stales the prices of tin and rubber 
had dropped, ‘There was, however, 
a healthy feeling and he was certain

Shanghal, June 11. 
‘A fusillade, started when hired 
assassins attempted the life of Mr. 
‘Yu Chueh-sen, a leader in the Shang- 
hal Chinese Civic Association and 
cotton broker, startled The Bund at 
Tinkee Road 'a few minutes before 
hoon yesterday and made scores of 
Moreign and Chinese oMlce workers 
seurry for shelter, An exchange of 
shots. between the assailants, on the 
fone hand, and Mr. Yu's’ Russian 
bodyguards and the Settlement Police 
fon the other, resulted in Mr. Yu 
being wounded, a Russian bodyguard 
being killed, and another Russian 
bodyguard and one of the assailants 
being wounded. 

‘Mr, Yu, who Is the vice-chairman 
of the" Japanese-sponsored Civic 
‘Assocation, was on his way from 
Sassoon House to his office in the 
‘Yokohama Specie Bank Building 
when he was waylaid by the assassins 
who fired and wounded him in the 
rneck and shoulder but did not Kill 
him, One of the "bodyguards, J. 
Karpoff, was shot and killed a short 
distance from the Jinkee Road en- 
trance to the Cathay Hotel, The 
other Russian guard, A. Averin, who 
fired two shots, was himself wound 
ed in the leg ‘while grappling with 
fone of the assailants on the ground. 
The ‘assailant was arrested with an 
‘automatic pistol in his grasp, He 
was unhurt. An agcomplice, how- 
ever, was seriously wounded ‘by the 
Police and now les in the Police 
Hospital under guard, 

Over 30 Shots Fired 


Although at least thirty shots were 
fired, ‘no passers-by were hit, Wine 
dows were shattered by bullets, and 
bblood spattered the pavement’ and 
‘walls, ‘Three motor-cars were struck. 

Mr, A, B. Palmer, the No, 2 Ste- 
ward of the Shanghal Club, was 
Teaving 91 Jinkee Road just as the 
shooting had started. He saw one 
fof the bandits running from the 
Scene and chased him from Jinkee 
Road past the Ford Hire Depot to- 
wards Nanking Road, Mr. Palmer 
however, finally lost his man and 
abandoned the chase. 

‘Mr. J, Winning, representative in 
Star, Ltd., had a narrow escape from 
death of injury. “Mr. Winning was 
reluming to his ofice and was 
passing the Yokohama Specie Bank 
When. the shooting started and he 
Jooked around to see 9 Chinese topple 
‘over just behind him, having been 














shot in the encounter.” Another for~ 
feigner also had a narrow escape 
when the motor-car in which he 


was sitting came into the line of 
fire, ‘The eat was one of the three 
vehicles hit by a bullet, but its 
‘eetipang was not touched. 


Yu Expected to Recover 


Fire Brignde ambulances were 
quickly on the scene and conveyed 
the wounded to various hospitals. 
It was found that Mer. Yu's two 
wounds were not so serious as to 
cause anxiety. The condition of 
the wounded bodyguard likewise was 
considered satisfactory Inst night. 

Japanese Military Police arrived 
fon the scene after the Settlement 
Police had taken charge. ‘They, re 
mained only a short while, The 
investigation now is being conducted 
by detectives attached “to Central 
Station, Foochow Road. 

Tt Je believed that the Chinese 
who was arrested — without being 
wounded was the principal assailant, 
who shot Mr. Yu. 

Most of the shots fired by the 
Police came from the pistols of 
Japanese constables on duty near 
Yokohama Specie Bank. 

‘The, Chinese chawlfeur employed 
by Mi Yu, who was in his master's 
Jarge motor-car near the corner, 
was subsequently questioned by the 
Police but was soon released,

In the war of 1812 against Napo- 
leon, when the very existence of 
Russia as an independent state was 
threatened, Kutuzoff accepted full 
military command at the most dim- 
ult moment. The army was re- 
treating. Napoleon was. advancing 
inexorably to Moscow—his dream. 
To the army and the people the 
pame of Kutuzoff meant ‘the change 
of tacties to determined advance—| 
yet Kutuzoff gave the order to re- 
‘reat, Only at Borodino, 95 kilo- 
metres: from Moscow, did he give 
battle, showing that the Russians had | 
‘not lost the power of resistance and 
that the French would become the 
vietims of Russia's spaces. Kutuzoft 
retreated further—gave Moscow to 
the .enemy—and another. month 
‘brought the realization of his plans, 
Napoleon himself quitted Moscow—| 
hhis dream which may have become 
his grave.” But the story of 
‘Nopoleon’s invasion of Russia and 
the fatal results it had on the great| 
Emperor are well-known to all, 


Russian Relief 


‘The National Committee has issued 
the accounts of its help to victims 
in 


of last year’s military events 
nghal. ‘The total 

meals given to refugees from Hon 
Kew and Wayside exceeds 100,000, 
with 11,000 issued in the month of 
April alone. At present 300 meals 
fare being doled out daily. Through- 
‘out its existence, the Committee's, 
refugee camp has accommodated, 
1018 Russians. In May the Inter- 
national Red Cross assigned the Ni 
tional Committee the sum of $1,700, 
‘and only ‘recently information “has 
been received from the local re- 
resentative of the League of Ni 
tions that in answer to the Cor 
‘mittee’s appeal, $3,500 will be donat-_ 
ed by that body. As the premises 
of the Russian Club, where the camp 
is at present situated, must be clear 
ed of refugees, and as there are no 
‘other empty premises in the city, 
it is being attempted to secure a plot. 
‘of ground where special barracks| 
could be built. The question of 
summer activities for children is no 
small problem, A summer camp, like| 
that of last year's in Tsingtao, is 
present , impossible. It is 
however, that from time to time 
children’ will be taken on pieni¢s 
‘outside the city. 

In spite of the considerable rise in 
prices and increase of unemployment 
in the Russian colony, criminality 
during the past year ‘did not, os 
evidenced from several reports, in~ 
‘erease. Throughout the year no Rus- 
sians were brought before the court 
‘on major charges like murder or arm- 
‘ed robbery. The usual crimes con- 
sisted of petty larceny or minor 
speculation, with the majority moti- 
vated by acute poverty or hunger. 
It 1s significant that the number of 
drug-addiets has lately decreased. 
‘Among civil eases, most deal with 
debts over, rooms “or compradore 
“pass-books.” There are also cases of 
landlords demanding the departure of 
Russian lodgers even when the latter 
hhad not defaulted on their. payment 
but had reached the end of their 
contract. ‘This is done with the aim 
Of not ‘only ‘letting rooms out at 
higher rates to others, but of also re- 
ceiving the so-called “key money.” 
The court is forced to stand on the 
side of the landlords, as they are 
legally in the right. But there are 
‘eases when the court takes into con- 
sideration the desperate position of| 
the lodger and does not insist upon 
Ihis leaving his present premises im- 
mediately. As regards divorce cases, 
last year brought an even greater 
number than is usual. ‘The Chinese 
Court not only divorces Russians but 
even unites them in civil marriage.

aroused again and. various criticisms: 
have been set on foot, As T was a. 
resident in London during the Great 
War, I cannot but be astonished by 
the ‘extraordinary difference of the 
psychology between the people at 
war and those who are the third 

party to it, 

During the Great War the tea-time 
conversation of the Londoners was: 
mostly about how to win the war 
and hang the German Kaiser, and to, 
crush the Huns by tightening  the| 
hunger blockade. However, they did 
not really hang the Kaiser by win- 
hning the war, they have nearly forced 
the German ‘civilians to the brim of 
very existence by the four-year= 
long food blockade, Those Germans, 
who had lost the ‘chance of fleeing. 
from England before the opening of 
war, have been driven into concen: 
tration camps, having been detainee 
there all throngh the war-time, and 
there could not have been found a, 
single German in the London street, 

Ever sinee the present hostilities 
were started the ‘loudest clamours, 
and accusations on the conduct of 
our Aghting forces are coming from 
the Britishers, “Tt might well be un- 
derstandable, because England is the 
Tongest in history and largest in in« 
terest among the western countries in 
the trade and eeonomle enterprises ii 
China and naturally suffering most 
from the present conflagrations, "Be 
that as It'might, Tet us change our 
standpoint for a'moment and et the 
English people consider what they 
would do if they were in our present! 
position. 

‘What the Japanese war planes are 
doing now In Canton and ‘elsewhere 
in China is only what is meant and 
desired, as Admiral Nomura stated 
the other day, to bring the Chinese 
authorities to’ realize the futility of 
their present altitude and terminate 
the present hostilities as. speedily as 
possible. Nothing is farther in our 
consideration than the possibility of 
shortening the war by intimidation of 
civilians by the alr raids. If we; 
really want to inflict any harm on 
civilian Chines, then there would be 
no. necessity of wasting bombs for| 
Killing only a few hundreds by ex- 
posing the unreplaceably | precious, 
lives of our youths to the very 
danger of the anti-aircraft batteries 
which “ore treacherously located 
either within the compounds of civil 
establishments or very close. te 
neutral properties: there are millions 
of dofenceless Chinese civilians under 
‘our mercy in the occupied territory 
‘and more than 100,000 Chinese in 
Japan earning their daily life with- 
out, any molestations whatever. 

‘Those who might counsel our fght- 
ing forces to forsake the bombing of 
Canton and thereabout are doi 
nothing but to beseech them to shut 
their. eyes and yive the Chinese 
military authorities the free passage 
‘of heaps of ammunitions from’ Hor 
kong to Hankow. 

‘Those who would argue that Can- 
ton is an undefended city would well 
be advised to proceed to Nanking 
and inspect with thelr own eyes the 
fact that in China every » public 
establishment either governmental oF 
‘municipal is constructed on the basis 
of becoming a fortress on the very. 
ny of outbreak of war. Canton 
eannot be an exception.

Trial by Jury: 
A Suggested Reform 


To the Editor of the 
“Norr-Cutxa Dany News” 

‘Sim—In a Jeaderette on the 30th 
ult, re the Casserley case, you said, 
Inter alia, that one of these days an 
alteration’ will undoubtedly be made 
in the system of trial by jury, and 
you went on to describe how the 
[judges do their utmost to direct the 
jury towards a course of a proper 
thinking in order to arrive at a fair 
Jand just verdiet though they, the 
judges, cannot do everything possible 
to ensure a dispassionate judgment 
in which they are so well qualified, 
ete, ete. 

‘That on improvement is wanting in 
this respect is quite obvious, and its 
fadvent- warrants no further delay, or 
remain in the offing. Under present 
procedure. the findings of juries very 
much depend upon the summing up 
fof the presiding judge which, human- 
ly, could be prejudiced, a possibility’ 
which should be guarded against in 
the interest of justice and equity. 

Trial by jury is not the creation of 
Jmodern thought. It has its back- 
ground in remote biblical records, 
In the Pentateuch we are told how 
murder and other criminal eases, i 
clusive of important civil ones, were 
tried and decided by the elders of the 
community. Elders, in this sense, 
does not signify aged and hoary 
people. ‘They were men of import- 
Jance and sagacity: men well versed 
in the law and common sense, men. 
fof integrity who could be relied upon 
for sound judgments and. fairplay. 
Such men required no telling by a 
presiding judge how to receive a case 
and how to decide it. ‘They did so 
fon the strength of their own intellect 
fond ability of understanding. 

Xt is such men af a jury that we 
eed now as ever, and these could 
‘only be oblained from amongst. the 
students of the Jaw, viz, judge 
‘magistrates and lawyers, who should 
bbe made to attend to eases in courts, 
jas jurymen, In towns and counties 
where superabundance of the law- 
faculty is not available, members of 
the community could be called to fill 
in the gap, but these should always 
be in ‘the minority, and, in all 
respects, the foreman should be 
‘chosen from the law eirele. Such an 
forder could be established and be- 
feome law by an act of parliamen 

Business men, however fair minded 
and aboveboard they may be, are 
not conversant with the intricacies: 
of the Jaw, and are not, therefore, 
expected to be able to decide cases 
from points of Taw. without the 
prompting of the judges, a procedure 
not, to my thinking, in consonance 
with the ideals of justice, 

It requires the British Press (o take 
the matter up and make a start, and 
‘we may, perhaps, in the course of a 
few years, see this an accomplished 
fact. Would not the “N.C.D.N." make 
that start, and do it right now?

What 2 Hundred Dollars Did 


‘To the Editor of the

‘Sim—May I use the columns of 
your paper o report some of my 
Investigations into the water situa- 
tion among refugees? In my letter| 
entitled "A Cup of Cold Water,” the 
plea was not’ meant to be taken 
Iiteraily as a plea for cold water. 
‘The term was used with the inten- 
tion of reminding Christians of 9 
certain Galllean's words as to a cup 
of cold water given in His name. 

‘As we would expect, the Salvation 
‘Army has ‘handied the problem of 
‘water for the refugees in their camp) 
ina manner to command admiration. 
“Bolling, water Is to a Chinese what 
whiskey ig to a Scotchman,” sald 
Brigadier Morris. “Rice and bolling 
water are the two essentials for re- 
fugees, Given those two things, they’ 
will survive,” ‘There was no doubt 
that they were surviving! As we 
entered the gate, opposite to 555 
Route de Sioyes (around the corner 
from the Community Chureh), at 
‘fam, yesterday morning, we met 900 
healthy and moderately clean, 
youngsters marching off to school. 
Proceeding to the boiling water stove, 
we saw a long line, each with his 
bucket. ‘The sizo of the bucket made 
no difference, as the dipper used gave 
the same amount of water to each 
‘one, ‘Three times a day this boiling 
‘water stove Is going full blast, and 
the people get thelr ration of boiling] 
water as they get their ration of 
rice, We might have left this camp: 
joyously elated, but we did not, Here 
Wwas a camp with spacious grounds, 
clean. kitchen, splendid water ar-| 
Fangements, a mat shed Infirmary and| 
clinie, ample tiving quarters, and only 
used to a little more than half of 
its. capacity!

Radio Reception: 


Some New Points . 


To the Editor of the

‘Sm—Reasons for spotty short 
wave reception (even though ranging 
from a “special” Providence in New 
Jersey to a “reduction in time-tran- 
Sit effect") are far from exhausted, 
‘The twin iMuslons—Jarge number of 
tubes, and new constructional prin- 
ciples—both contain a germ of truth, 
‘AIL other: things being equal a good 
2o-tube set ought to outperform a 
10-tube set_by the some manufac 
turer, and sls with 30 tubes—every 
fone useful—are on the market, 
Recent advances in tube design 
have no doubt improved reception, 
especially on the shortest waves. Yet 
hhone of these edvances has had a 
decisive effect, and the ° radioman 
constantly socs four-year-old sets 
‘outperforming certain of the Iatest 
produets of the same manufacturer. 
‘One factor not always given 
enough consideration is that of 
Variation in individual receivers, “A 
Tadio consists of hundreds of parts 
joined together with ; sometimes 
ihousands of connections. With such 
a complicated apparatus absolute 
Standardization cannot be obtained, 
By a series of coincidences, a set 
may be turned out which falls much 
Closer to perfection than the average, 
‘or the opposite may happen. Usual 
y nothing can be done about such 
sets, except to enjoy them, or get 
Hid 'of them, as the case may be, 
‘More important than “new con 
structlonal principles" is the effect 
‘of age on the individual, receiver. 
‘The invisible radio currents subject 
the components to very real stress 
‘and ‘strain, and the climate has a 
bad effect’ on conducting surfaces, 
‘Thus a set.deterlorates imperceptibly 
over a long period of time, and a 
new receiver may outperform one 
four or five years old, even though

‘The psychological factor should 


not be underestimated,

Some of | thelr 
feccentricities con be explained and 
even used—as in the special case of 
WLW, whose waves are caused to 
jump’ over the city of Toronto, to 
avoid blanketing local stations, ‘and 
come down to earth again some 
hundred miles further away. Many 
fof these ‘pecullarities are still un- 
Known and uncontrollable. ‘The type 
of soll, presence of watercourses, 
Shorelines, telephone or other wires, 
shading effects of trees, buildings 
ele, all may influence the strength 
‘of signal in any one place. Other 
things apparently happen to the waves 
hhigh up. in pace, causing the signal 
Feeeived on two antennas only a few 
Feet apart to vary greatly and non- 
uniformly. ‘This fact is used by com- 
mercial {elegraph . and telephone 
companies in what js known as “dual 
Giversity” reception in which two 
Separate receivers on antennas a 
short distance apart are used, the 
Signals being mixed in the output 
ind heard from a single loudspeaker. 
Other factors include the “noise 
level” or disturbances trom locally 
operated. electrical devices (usually 
‘well understood), the suitability of 
the antenna to ‘the particular re- 
ceiver with which it is used, position

First Special Court 
Land Owners Told to Pay Tax. 


Shanghai, June 10. 

At the end of March.’ 1938,, the 
‘Municipal Advocate’s office was in- 
structed to commence legal pro-| 
ceedings in nine cases in which 
benefielat owners of land in the 
International. Settlement were in 
Jdefault In the payment of their land 
tax, in the event of payment not 
being obtained without recourse to 
[such proceedings. 

During April and May, three of 
the nine beneficial owners paid the 
and tax owing by them to the 
Municipal Council before legal pro- 
ceedings were instituted against them. 

Tn a fourth case, land tax was! 
paid before judgment was given by! 
the Court. 

In the remaining five cases, 
judgments have now been rendered 
by the Court and in each ease the 
Judgment has been in favour of the; 
‘Municipal “Council, together with| 
costs of the proceedings which, on 
‘the direction of the Court, are to be: 
paid by the defendants in all Ave 
eases. 

In the first two cases, the de- 
fendants were Chu Pah-hua  (Pro- 
prietor of the Chu Soong Ying. 
Dong), residing at House 31, Lane 
214,” Chengtu Road, and." Sheng 
Ung-e. (Proprietor of the Van Ho 
Company) residing at 7 Yu Yuen 
Road, the land taxes due being 
$1,457.56 and $1,905.21 respectively. 
‘The pieces of land involved were: 
both ‘in the Western "District and 
the amounts due represented lad

‘Defendants did not appear in

ment and levy tax thereon. Such 
tax’ Is always paid. by the owner of| 
the land.

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TIBETAN DEVELOPMENT

A movement is on foot to develop the 
frontier and the whole province wf Sikang. 
‘Young Chinese, trained abroad, are taking a 
keen interest in this scheme, one part of 
which all sincerely hope wili go through, 
namely, the improvement of Tibetan cattle, 
Mr. Fan I-hua, from Hopeh and a student 





from Texas, hias been trained as veterinary 
surgeon and knows his ‘business, He is 
Jeaving for the interior and’ intends 


to set up a cattle ranch with 1,500 head of 
cattle. If he can improve’ the breed of yak 
he will put the Tibetans under an eternal 
obligation to him. 

‘The nomads seem quite ignorant of 
methods of breeding or improving breeds, 
consequently the yak has always remained 
a_yak, and in some parts of Sikang the 
animal thas deteriorated considerably, Mr. 
Fan now hopes to, remedy this and improve, 
if possible, the cattle all over Sikang. We 
have often been surprised at the very poor’ 
supply of milk given by the Tibetan cows. 
In Minya, west of Tachienlu, many cows only 
give a quart or two per ‘day, With rich 
pasture lands this seems quite miserable and 
naturally mille is an jexpensive article of 
food. In a country like Tibet, with its 
‘thousands, if not millions of cattle, mill 
ought to be an inexpensive and plentiful 
article of food. Such is, however, not the 
ease, While travelling in Minya, a cattle 
country, we have been asked one rupee for 
@ quart’ of milk, and along the frontier we 
Pay 35 cents, (Mexican) for a quart of highly- 
watered cows’ millk, 





In the Land of the Yak such a state of 
things should not exist. ‘The expert with 
his southern ‘Texas training should be able 
to improve this and give us in the course 
of time, a land, if not flowing in honey, at 
east a country rich in good milk. We have 
yet to see what the nomadic reaction to his 
Scheme will be, He may meet with 
problems; he will certainly meet with difi- 
culties. ‘The nomad is highly superstitious 
and has lived all his life on the principle 
‘that a bird in the hand is worth two in 
the bush, 

He has never heard of cattle breeding and 
improving live stock; to him the yak is a 
yak, and who ever ‘heard of improving a 
yak? and why improve the yak? Exactly! 
‘As the woolly nomad may ‘see it, an im- 
proved yak may give more milk, and more 
milk may give more butter and more cheese, 
and more butter: will produce more money, 
and more snoney will mean more trouble a 
more trouble will demand more religion 
‘so why improve the yak when its improve- 
ment will only result in embarrassment, 














Again he may argue: Can man improve 
the yak? In the Land of the Lamas every~ 
thing very largely depends on Lamaism. It 
is the lama’s business to improve the nomad, 
and the nomad therefore concludes it is the 
lama’s business to improve the yak, and 
this can only be done by praying for it 
and blowing long ten-foot trumpets. To 
improve it in any other way, both the nomad 
and the lama conclude is love's labour lost. 

Religion, according to the lama, is ‘the 
panacea for all improvement. So Mr. Fan 
may meet with religious, diMeulties. If he 
ean, however, improve the stock and increase 
the’ milk and multiply the yak he will be 
doing some service to his day and genera~ 
tion. No doubt he has faced the question 
of grazing on the Roof of the World. To 
multiply the cattle without improving the 
grazing would be fatal and only end in 
inereasing the number of lean kine. There, 
is a gigantic field and tremendous op- 
portunity which calls for considerable tact 
and patience, rae 

Mr, Lo Mei-luen, another member of the! 
Development Expedition, is an engineer, and. 
is on the frontier to improve the roads and 
highways, ‘There is really some serious talk: 
of building a road between here and Yachow, 
In Shanghai three years ago we read that 
this road had already been constructed and 
that a new highway stretched from China 
into Tibet, ‘This young Chinese engineer 
who has studied in America hopes to survey 
the different roads along the Tibetan border. 
He has an idea of surveying a highway 
between here and Sadyia on the Assam| 
border, 

‘This task is stupendous if not impossible, 
but he hopes to make the survey. These’ 
young men have great ambition, some of 
which may be realized. Road’ building, 
however, across the Yangtze, Mekong, 
Salwen, Irrawady and Brahmaputra Valleys 
demands some engineering and a heavy 
outlay of money. ‘The precipitation in upper 
Burma and upper Assam is heavy and will 
give railway and highway builders some~ 
thing to think about. 

Again, such a roadway leads through very 
hostile country where the natives refuse to 
tolerate invasion of any description. The 
‘Mishmis and the Abors are still an untamed 
pecple and will resist any intrusion ‘into 








their territory. Kingdom Ward is probably 
the greatest authority on this part of the 


world and Lo Mei-luen is reading all he can| 
find ‘written by this great authority. The 
survey may not go through but an attempt! 
is being made. 

Mr. Karl C. Lee, another member of the| 
development commission, like Mr. Ralph 
Holder, is a Missouri graduate and a spe- 
cialist "im agriculture. Of the different 
members of the commission, his task is| 
probably the most difficult. ‘Sikang, where 
the commission hopes to do most of its work, 
is high, the greater part of it probably being 
close on 12,000 feet above sea level. Agri 
culture at such an altitude is both dificult 
and precarious. And he is not the first man 
to try it out. 





Chinese farmers from other parts of the| 
province of Szechuen have tried to grow 
cabbages at 14,000 feet and found they just 
simply wouldn’t grow. Grain and wheat| 
and other cereals also have been tried out at 
points above 10,000 feet and the dear little 
things would only stretch their tiny heads 
six inches or one foot above the ground. 
‘The Chinese agriculturist has a world-wide 
reputation and few farmers will grow things 
where the Chinese farmer grows them ; but 
the Litang Plain, 14,000 feet high, has re- 
fused to grow anything but grass.’ In des- 
pair the Szechuen farmer came to the con- 
‘clusion that the 3,000 lamas in the lamasery 
had cursed the plain and therefore it would 
not grow vegetables or wheat. We have seen 
a little vegetable patch struggling bravely 
but the forees of nature seemed too hard 
for it, and it almost gave up the struggle. 

Mr. Lee is a specialist so he may be able to] 
do what others have failed to accomplish. 
He may have the latest methods, the newext 
fertilizers and a whole “bag of tricks up his 
sleeve,” which will make cabbages, carrots 
and turnips grow all over the Litang Plain. 

‘Again, he too may find himself in diff- 
culties.’ The 3,000 lamas, as a rule; are 
not vegetable-loving people. They ' like| 
ground barley and yak-butter tea, and this} 
appears to satisfy their every need, 365 days| 
every year. With an extensive Chinese colon- 
izing scheme on hand, however, vegetables 
will be needed, and plenty of them, so he 
will have to devise ways and means to 
grow them. 

Daofu, five days northwest of Tachienlu, 
with an’ altitude of 10,000, will grow veget- 
ables and some cereals, but anything and 
everything other than these, has a terrible 
struggle for existence. Batang, with an al- 
titude of 9,000 feet, is the garden of eastern 
Tibet, and’ will produce almost anything. 

Another member of the Commission is a 
mining engineer who is now on his way to 
@ coal and iron mountain some two and a 
half days from Tachienlu. He has gone 
there to explore the possibilities and, should | 
what he has heard, prove correct | the| 
Tachienlu nomads may yet burn coal instead| 
of yak manure, Mining engineers have so 
far found the border a poor place for 
minerals, but others may have better luck.

‘and enjoys the days as they pass along. He:

He 
bas worked for many years in Mowkung, 
north of this city, but fell sick in 1935, s0 
returned to his native land. ‘The Catholic 
church has undoubtedly some godly men in 
her ranks, and among them is Peré Chartier. 
It Is indeed a pleasure to meet this saintly 
‘man and converse with him. I first met him 
in 1910 away up on the Jedo Pass. We were 
as ships that pass in the night, merely wish- 
ing cach other good day, and passing on. 
‘Twenty-eight years passed and we had an 
opportunity of speaking with each other. 











It was interesting to hear him speak of 
his beloved France. He is one of a family 
the members of which number 91. When 
the Peré arrived home the number was 89 
and when he left it was 91. He told us 
that a change of government in France had 
very little, if any, effeet upon the country 
as a whole. ‘The ‘common people were the 
backbone of the nation; and governments 
may come and governments may go, but 
France goes on for ever. 

Peré Charrier came to China in 1906 and) 
has spent his life in different places along 
the frontier. ‘This good man is doing fine 
work and God’s blessing is resting upon him.| 
He came through Haiphong and Yunnan and 
with him travelled two Italian priests for 
the leper asylum at Mosimien. Mother Maric 
will be glad to get the help of these fathers! 
fas she has a company of 162 lepers in the 
asylum. She has seven Sisters, however, 
working with her in this good work.

1 made this disappointing discovery the other 
‘afternoon while having tea on the verandah, 
Noticing a peculiar dark patch near the coping, 
I proceeded to investigate.

‘There are few members of the lower orders 
of animal life more universally disliked than 
spiders, yet spiders are amongst the most inter- 
esting of all the Arthropods, or animals with 
Jointed legs. Their diversity of form and 
amazing variation in habits make them so, 
‘The different shifts for a living to which they 
resort are astonishing. Some spread deadly 
snares in the form of webs, others 
Hie in wait for their prey, cunningly hidden, 
while yet others, the woll-spiders, literally 
run down their quarry like their hame-sake. 
On my verandah on warm sunny days may be 
seen a kind of spider which cxactly resembles 
fan ant. So close is the resemblance that with- 
Out the use of a magnifying glass it is almost 
Impossible to distinguish it from the ants that 
frequent the same spots in which it chooses to 
hunt its prey. Unlike most spiders, “whose 
bodies have a hairy br velvéty appearance, this 
species has a shiny black or dark brown body, 
as in most ants, while its general shape is the 
same as that of the latter. Spiders have eight 
Tegs and no antennae. Ants, on the other 
hhand, have only six legs, but they usually have 
a palr of rather long ‘antennae, which they 
wave about as they run, using them as sense 
organs. ‘The more closely to resemble the ant, 
the spider under discussion usually runs on 
six legs while it holds the foremost pair in the 
air, waving them about in exactly the same 
way that the ant waves ils antennae, It may 
well be asked, what advantage does the spider 
gain by this mimicry of the ant? ‘The answer 
lies in the respective habits of the two crea 
tures. While the ant is mainly a scavenger, the

Women’s Disabilities 


‘The political failures of the League 
of Nations make people forget the 
‘excellent work it does in social ways, 
through the International Labour 
Bureau, and to cheek the white slave 
and drug trades.

‘A meeting of women was held today 
Jat University College to celebrate the 
event, One speaker sald there wore 
SUIL "countries in “Europe where 
married women were treated worse 
than in Oriental countries. Other 
speakers dwelt on the demand for 
‘equal pay for equal work as between 
‘men and women; on the injustice of 
‘not allowing women who are peeresses 
in their own right to sit in the House 
of Lords; and on the iniquity of not 
Jadmitting women t6 the diplomatic 
service, A very real scandal is the 
Treasury's practice of treating the 
incomes of a man and his wife as 
‘one for the payment of income, ‘This 
of course is pure money-grabbin 
two incomes of £250 a year each, pay 
less than if, reckoned together as 
£100, ‘The State is deliberately in- 
citing men and women to live to- 
gether without benefit of clergy. 


In England married women are 
frequently referred to by lawyers a9 
“the spoilt children of the law." In 
‘America, judging by the comic papers 
land the enormous number of women's 
clubs, thelr chief problem is to get 
their husbands to come home after 
business. But where does the un- 
married woman stand? While the 
meeting at University College was 
being held, another far bigger one 
was going on nota mile away. Tt Is 
ssaid there were over 10,000 spinsters 
in Kingsway Hall this afternoon for 
the National Spinstors" Pensions Asso- 
ciation’s rally in. the campaign for 
pensions at $5, Miss Florence White, 
‘the founder of the whole movement, 
announced that it now had 125,000 
‘members and 90 branches, Twice’ the 
Government has rejected the N.S.P.A.'s 
demands. It had much better give 
Jn at once as it will do sooner or 
later : 125,000 spinsters are not to be 
denied. 














The Dress Allowance 


A subject which the Geneva jurists 
will “no doubt consider is, What 
should a man give his wife as a dress 
allowance? One has seen this ques 
tion written about times without 
number, but T have never yet, seen 
fan answer. Even the all-wise “Aunt 
Jane's" and “Cousin Edith’s" who are 
prepared, from the safe retreat of an 
editorial den, to solve every matri- 
‘monjal problem, shy off from suggest- 
ing any precise gure. Seeing, that 
“a woman's work Is never done,” and 
that housekeeping and children-mind- 
ing is really a whole-time Job, the 
question might almost be put’ the 
other way round: “How much should 
a man be allowed to keep for him- 
self when handing over his income 
to his wife?" But few men would 
see it in this light. Thore is no 
answer, of course, because every man 
‘and wife decide the matter according 
to their own ideas. 

‘The approaching marriage of a boy 
and girl each just 16 years old at 
Reading has naturally ‘attracted all 
the attention of the popular press 
They are described ‘as Englanc 
youngest married couple, as no doubt 
they are; he earns £1 a week; her 
parents, with whom they are to live 
for the present, have given theit full 
consent ; she met him first when at- 
tending a cookery class at his school ; 
they were then 11 years old, will he 
make her a dress allowance out of 
his £1 a week?
